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T0 BE REARRESTED 


New York, December 23.—William 
H. Anderson, former state superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League of 


New York, will be rearrested as he 
leaves Sing Sing prison tomorrow on 
parole, it was announced today by 
the district attorney’s office. Four in- 
dictments are pending against him. 

Anderson will be brought to New 
York from Ossining and arraigned be- 
for General Sessions Judge Mancuso, 
who will be asked to fix bail at $5,- 
QOC and to place the pending cases on 
the calendar ic be called in the usual 
course of court procedure. Anderson 
has served part of a year’s sentence 
for forgery hy false entries on the 
league's books. 

The indictments pending against the 
former Anti-Saloon league § leader 
charge extortion and grand jarceny. 
Bench warrants for the arrest were 
filed at Sing Sing at the time Ander- 
son entered the prison, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Pecora said. JVPecora 
prosecuted Anderson. 

The dry leader went to Sing Sing 
prison March 25 after having made 
an unsuccessful appeal for a writ of 
reasonable doubt sought after his 
conviction by « jury before Supreme 
Court Justice Tompkins, who sen- 
tenced him to a term of from one to 
two years. His release on parole of 
Christmas Eve was due to time off 
for “good behavior.” 

Anderson’s conviction followed tes- 
timony that he had caused alteration 
of the league's books to hide the fact 
that he had “split” commissions with 
©. Berstall Vhillips, a league fund 
collector. 

The pending indictments charge that 
he had caused the league directorate 
to agree to nay him $24,600 on his 
allegedly false representation that he 
had expended that sum in publicity 
and advertising in his fight for the 
“dry” cause ir 1914. Part of the 
sum, it was testified, had been paid 
him by the league. 

It was in relation to this transat- 
tion that Anedrson caused a. court 
sensation by testifving that the sum 
he had expended in he league's inter- 
ests, without its knowledge at the time, 
had been gained for him by a men 
named John TIT’. King, who, he said, 
had accumulated the money through 
shrewd realty investments. in Balti- 
more. Anderson was unable to proa- 
duce John T. King in court or tell his 
whereabouts.

FRIENDLY GESTURE 


Tokio, December 23.—(By The As- 
sociated Press.)—-Responding to offi- 
cial expressions from the United 
States and American editorial opin- 
ion, as cabled here regarding Japa- 
nese-American relations, Premier Kato 
tonight told The Associated Press of 
his appreciation of the newest aspect 
of the situation between the two coun- 
tries. 

“Japan is keenly appreciative of the 
earnestness display by President 
Coolidge and Secretary Hughes,” said 
the premier, “in denouncing efforts of 
naval propagandists to embroil Japan 
and America. We are hardly less 
grateful for the extraordinary expres- 
sions of cordiality used in welcoming 
the new ambassador to the United 
States. 

‘‘America has thus given further as- 
surance of the realness of her friend- 
ship towards Japan. We are not mis- 
lek by the vicious activities of irre- 
sponsible groups of individuals in 
either country. We know the United 
States desires peace; we know Japan 
desires peace. 

“Japan is not contemplating war 
with any country, nor preparing in 
secret nor overtly for war. She main- 
' tains her national refense as best she 
'ean and in doing so is comforted by | 


the knowledge that American authori- 

ties havarepeatedly affirmed their con- 
fidence, in spirit and in fact, of 
American adherence to the principles 
to which both countries have com- 
mitted themselves. ° 

In conclusion, the 
earnestly: 

“We expect to conduct our relations 
with America, in all their develop- 
ments, in the faith that we are striv- 
ing toward that goal, and that we 
shull attain it only through honest co- 
operation. In this belief we are un- 
able to regard any qnestion between 
the two countries as incapable of an 
amicable and satisfactory solution.”

AT BIG OFFICES 


| New York, December 23.—The be- 


ginning of an apparent cycle of pros- 
perity reflected in the stock market 
hoom has been even more substanti- 
ally demonstrated with tne coming of 
Christmas. 

A survey of Christmas mail and 
parcel post traffic in representative 
cities throughout the country shows 
that Christmas mail is breaking all 
past records and indicates that, in ad- 
dition to being able to buy more neces 
sities and staple luxuries for them- 
selves, the peoyle of the United Stater 
are in better shape than ever to go 
beyond that and afford to give to each 
other. 

In New York, the heaviest mails in 
the history of the postal service were 
handled Tuesday, and it is estimated 
that the bulk of Christmas gifts and 
cards is from 30 to 40 per cent heavier 
than last year. As in most other 
cities, there is practically. no conges- 
tion and it is claimed that all mail has 
heen forwarded on schedule time. 


Postal employees everywhere are work- | 


ing feverishly so that no carrier or 
other worker will have to work later 
than 11 o’clock on Christmas day. All 
are laboring overtime and several thou- 
sand extra workers have been put to 
work. 

In Chicago Postmaster Lueder re- 
ports a one-day record of 8,859,800 


pieces of first-class mail against 7,- 
413,000 a year ago, and 2,175 tons of 
parcel post as compared with 1,929 
for last year. The Chicago postoffice 
cashed $7,000,000 in money orders 
last week, and expects to cash $10,- 
000,000 worth this week. 

Man Francisco, like Chicago. report« 
excellent results from a “Do-ydur- 
Christmas-mailing-early” campaign, 
and already, with a thousand extra 
employees on the job, believes that the 
mail peak has passed, barring a last-

Engineer’s Wite 
Sues Train Crew 
And Railroad

Jackson, Ga., December 23.—(Spe- 
cial.) —A most unusual action has 
been started here by Mrs. Marie P. 
Hancock, widow of Guy N. Han- 
cock, locomotive engineer, who 


was killed in an accident August 24, | 


last. In-one of two suits for dam- 
ages in which the widow demands 
$60,000 from the Southern railroad, 
she also named A. J. Burks, conductor 
of the freight train which brought 
her husband's body into the nearest 
town after the accident. 

It is alleged in this action that 
after the body was found it was 
nlaced on the cow-catcher and against 
the boiler of the locomotive. It is 
further related in the action that the 


Conductor Burks, proceeded through 
Jeukinsburg and Locust Grove, where 
the engine was cut off and rushed to 
McDonough, the body of her husband 
lving againet the boiler all that time. 
She says in her suit that there was 
no covering on her husband's face, As 
a result, the suit states, the body was 
mutilated by steam, causing decay to 
set in quickly. 

The first suit is for 450,000 
and is brought under the federal 
employees’ liability act. The second 
suit, for $10,000, is for punitive and 
exemplary damages. 

Hancock met death in a deep cut 
about a mile north of Jackson on Sun- 
day night, August 24. The train pro- 
ceeded more than a mile before the 
‘engineer was missed. His body was 
ifound in the cut with a wound in the 
|head, his left thigh broken and his 
lright leg broken in two places. 

At the point where the accident oc- 
curred many large boulders project 
; from the cut and the petition alleges 
ithat Hancock, while engrossed in the 
|performance of duty and leaning out 
lof his cab to examine the machinery, 
was struck on the head by a protrud- 
ing rock, It is alleged that Hancock, 
who was 43 years old and is survived 
by his widow and a daughter, 16 years 
old, was earning $275 at the time of 
his death.

throwing déwn the gauntlet of diplo- 
matie revolt against the mother coun- 
try. 

Ireland today added to the strenuous 
schedule of Christmas events already 
before the league, through the Albania 
and German problems, by notifying 
the Geneva peace organization that 
she entirely cissents from the views 
of Grest Britain denying Ireland's 
right to register the famoys Anglo- 
Irish treaty, which transformed Ire- 
land into a state of freedom. 

Will Not Be Restricted. 

Ireland, in diplomatie phraseology, 
told the league she does not desire to 
pursue the controversy with Great 
Britain, yet makes it clear she cannot 
be restricted as to the league preroga- 
tives by any limitation imposed by 
Downing street. Jreland’s defiance 
has created an extraordinary interest 
in league circles, because it is believed 
here that it 1ay be the percursor of 
‘similar moves by other parts of the 
empire, especially Canada and South 
Africa. 

The question involved is held to be 
far deeper than a ruling as to whether 
the Irish treaty is an international 
instrument capable of registration with 
the lea:sue. Ireland's move involves 
the entire relations of the various 
units of the British empire with the 
league, and, in the judgment of of- 
ficials in Geneva, may settle how much 
independence of action can be expect- 
ed from the colonies and permitted by 
the league itself. 

Furnish Subject for Debate. 

England's initiative toncerning Ire- 
land, it is thought, will furnish a sub- 
ject for debate at the forthcoming im- 
perial confererce which, at its last 
meeting. laid down the principle of 
diplomati# independence of the com- 
ponent parts of the empire with mu- 
tual consultation, as the guiding rule 
in foreign policies. 

Irishmen centend that no agree 
ment exists authorizing England to 
speak for Ireland or the other domin- 
ions without first obtaining their as 
sent. They argue that Mr. Chamber 
lain had no right to take his recent 
stand against Ireland’s liberty of 
action. Thev. remark that Canada re- 
fused to be bound by the Turkish 
treaty in the negotiation of which she 
wis not represented, and declare that 
not one dominicn would have accepted 
'Jeacue membership except upon the
